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7'he  rent  of  the  Well  in  1749  was  ten  pounds  a 
year,  fome  time  after  it  was  advanced  to  twenty-five 
. pounds ; and  is  now  rented  by  Mr.  Ellison  at  one 
hundred  guineas,  having  purchafed  the  leafe  for  four 
hundred  and  five  guineas.  Under  the  circumftances  of 
fuch  a heavy  rent,  and  fo  large  a fum  having  been  ex- 
pendedonthe  leafe,  Mr.  Ellison  wasunder the  neceffity 
of  advancing  the  price  to  Twelve  Shillings  per  Dozen.

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Observations  on  Spruce  Beer,

A gallon  of  the  bed  Spruce 
Beer,  duly  preferved  in  bottles  ftrong  enough  to  refift  the 
expanfive  force  of  the  fixable  air,  yields  fpontaneoully, 
when  the  veffel  is  uncorked,  two"  gallons  of  elaftic  fluid, 
pf  which  is  phlogiflicated  air,  the  remainder  fixable 
air  ; which,  in  their  efcape,  caufe  the  intumefcence  and 
frothing  which  always  appe"ar  when  a bottle  of  good 
Spruce  Beer  is  quickly  uncorked.  After  this  quantity 
efcapes,  the  liquor  is  ftill  brifk  to  the  tafle,  and  contains 
fix  quarts  of  fixable  air.  From  the  experiments  of  Dr. 
Black,  Sir  John  Pringle,  Dr.  Macbride,  Dr. 
Priestly,  Dr.  Higgins,  Dr.  Percival  and  others,  it 
appears,  that  fixable  air  is  a powerful  and  a necelTary  part 
of  the  fluids  and  folids  in  found  bodies  ; and  all  pradi- 
tioners  agree,  in  afcribing  to  it  the  mofl  falutary  eftedfs  in 
divers  difeafes.  As  the  Spruce  Beer  contains  fo  great  a 
quantity  of  this  adfive  fpirit,  and  has  been  found  highly 

efficacious 
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efficacious  In  fcorbutic  habits,  in  putrefcentdifeafes,  and 
tliofe  arifing  from  flow  digeflion  and  depravation  of  the 
dJgeftive  juices,  it  may  fairly  be  inferred,  that  the  Spruce 
Beer  is  mofl  falutary,  which  is  made  to  retain  the  greateft 
quantity  of  fixable  air,  and  in  which  the  Balfamic  and 
invigorating  qualities  of  the  extract  of  American  Spruce 
are  mofl  effectually  rfetained.  Therefore  Mr.  Ellison 
is  particularly  attentive  to  thefe  objedls  in  the  preparation 
and  management  of  his  Spruce  Beer  and  he  begs  leave 
to  advife  thofe  who  purchafe  of  him  to  keep  the  bottles 
lying  on  their  fides,  or  with  the  corks  downwards,  for 
otherwife  the  medicinal  fpirit  and  efience  will  efcape 
through  the  corks  : and  when  only  part  of  a bottle  is 
ufed,  the  remainder  may  be  kept  for  many  days  unim- 
paired, provided  the  bottle  be  immediately  corked  with- 
out fhaking  it,  and  kept  with  the  cork  downwards.  The 
only  inconvenience  attending  this  oeconomical  meafure, 
is,  that  the  fediment  mixes  with  the  beer  and  makes  it 
turbid  ; but  as  the  Beer  is  always  clear  before  it  is  bottled, 
the  quantity  of  fediment  i|  inconfiderable,  and  perfecSfly 
innocent,
